all pay arid allowances, a dishonorable discharge and depriva- 
tion of his civil rights. 

Under-all the circumstances this sentence docs seem unduly 
harsh, notwithstanding the fact that discipline must be main- 
tained in the army if there is nol to be chaos. But Ihis young j 
fellow was a raw recruit, totally unfamiliar with army life and I 
conditions, and when he found the bill of fare so different from' 
what he had been used to at home he adopted home tactics and! 
rUsiied his grievance to the columns of a home newspaper.
